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Blame Game 


Prosecutor Tina Patel blew a plea deal that let a suspected child molester walk—yet got promoted 


W hen Orange County Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge M. Marc 
Kelly issued a numbskull 
explanation of his February 
prison sentence for a 20-year-old Santa Ana 
man who raped his 3-year-old half-sister in 
a garage, District Attorney Tony Rackauckas 
pounced. Rackauckas’ move was under¬ 
standable. Despite Kelly’s posturing to the 
contrary, sodomizing a toddler is an act of 
horrific violence, even when an offender

announces a post¬ 
arrest religious 
awakening. Indeed, 
the child complained 
of pain and suffered 
visible injuries, 
according to law- 
enforcement records. 

“We have a very 
vulnerable victim 
and innocent vic¬ 
tim,” the four-term 
DA complained in 
April as he announced an appeal of Kevin 
Rojano-Nieto’s 10-year prison sentence, 

15 years below California’s mandatory 
minimum punishment for such a crime. 

Realizing the public-relations coup at 
hand, Rackauckas—who has been down¬ 
playing evidence his prosecution teams 
cheated in multiple felony cases, includ¬ 
ing People v. Scott Dekraai— spent several 
weeks grabbing media opportunities to 
publicize his “vehement” aversion to 
Kelly going soft on a sexual predator. But 
is the DA’s outrage situational? Would 
Rackauckas react as passionately if 
someone on his staff allowed an accused 
child molester to go unpunished? We 
don’t have to guess, thanks to Joseph 
Semir Mutwakil Amin of Irvine. 

Amin didn’t visit an Albertsons gro¬ 
cery store to shop in 2012. The 23-year- 
old roamed the aisles seeking sexual 
gratification. At least six times over three 
months that year, he followed shoppers, 
waited for advantageous timing and stuck 
an iPhone up his unwitting victims’ skirts 
to record illicit videos. 

One woman who had reached into a 
grocery freezer sensed something afoul 
and confronted Amin, who ran from the 
store. Irvine Police Department (IPD) 
confiscated the suspect’s cell phone, 
which held incriminating images; the 
investigation caused Rackauckas’ office to 
file two misdemeanor charges for loitering 
and disorderly conduct. The defendant, 
who had begun psychological counseling, 
agreed to plead guilty. Deputy District 
Attorney Tina Patel and Judge Brett Lon¬ 
don signed off on a punishment of infor¬ 
mal probation for three years, sex-offender 


registration and routine fines. The case 
languished in non-newsworthy obscurity 
for all of 48 hours before disaster struck. 

Brian Gurwitz, Amin’s retained defense 
attorney, had negotiated the plea deal with 
Patel. A former senior deputy DA known 
for his quick wit and attention to details, 
Gurwitz got the prosecutor to accept a 
handwritten addendum to the court’s plea 
contract. The language wasn’t ambigu¬ 
ous, stating that the arrangement would 
resolve “all incidents referenced in [the] 
police report, charged and uncharged.” 

Two days after the sentencing hearing, 
IPD contacted the DA’s office. Officers 
said they were ready to file felony charges 
against Amin involving his sexual touching 
of two 12-year-old girls. You can imagine the 
severe indigestion Patel should have imme¬ 
diately suffered. She’d already agreed to 
block all “charged and uncharged” incidents 
mentioned in police reports. Using bold 
lettering, the reports specifically referenced 
the pending older investigation involving 
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Gurwitz quickly filed a motion to dis¬ 
miss, citing the terms of the agreement. 
Prosecutors countered that the contract 
wasn’t enforceable because of fraud. After 
an evidentiary hearing, Judge Derek G. 
Johnson rejected the assertion that Gur¬ 
witz acted unethically, saying, “I haven’t 
heard any evidence regarding fraud on the 
part of Mr. Gurwitz.” But he found that 
while Patel was negligent for failing to 
read the police reports, OCDA shouldn’t 
be bound to a deal that thwarted the 
felony molestation cases. 

The defense didn’t quit. After a pre¬ 
liminary hearing, another judge, David 
A. Hoffer, sided with Johnson’s decision. 
The cases would continue. Following a 
third appeal, justices at the California 
Court of Appeal in Santa Ana ordered 
Judge London to review the situation; 
he also rescinded the plea bargain. In a 
fourth effort, the defense—which had 
been assumed by the Orange County pub¬ 
lic defender’s office—asked a three-justice 
appellate panel to weigh in. 

Prosecutor Matthew Lockhart claims 
Gurwitz “pulled a fast one” on Patel, who’d 
been too “busy” to read the police reports 
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the minors, a fact the prosecutor should 
have known but didn’t. She’d incredibly 
signed off on the plea deal without reading 
the entire police file in her possession. 

Because of the Dekraai scandal, the 
public has learned in the past 16 months 
that some prosecutors inside the Orange 
County district attorney’s office (OCDA) 
resist accepting responsibility for tainted job 
performances. Patel, a UC Irvine graduate, 
chose a similar strategy. She argued it wasn’t 
her fault Amin gained immunity because an 
unethical Gurwitz defrauded her into not 
doing her job. As if the finalized plea deal 
didn’t exist, cops then arrested the defen¬ 
dant, and on Oct. 9,2012, OCDA slapped 
him with felony charges involving the girls. 


before closing the case. Lockhart argued 
to the court of appeal that his colleague 
committed a “mistake of fact” that, under 
contract law, voided the deal because she’d 
wrongly assumed the undigested IPD doc¬ 
uments contained only information about 
the Albertsons videotaping or similar mis¬ 
demeanor conduct. He also claimed the 
defense lawyer had an ethical obligation to 
alert the prosecutor to the report’s feloni¬ 
ous contents and that good public policy 
demanded revocation of the deal. 

“The fact that the defendant was a 
suspect in molesting two children was 
unknown to Ms. Patel, whose sole intention 
was to agree that no other prosecutions 
for misdemeanor ‘up the skirt’ pictures on 


[Amin’s] phone would occur,” Lockhart 
declared. “A clearly guilty defendant will 
escape appropriate justice not because of 
police misconduct, speedy trial rights or 
jury acquittal, but because of a plea agree¬ 
ment born out of a mistake of fact in a busy 
misdemeanor-arraignment court. Such a 
term cannot stand, as it violates the public 
interest in shocking fashion.” 

To force OCDA to bear the burden of 
Patel’s error would be “unconscionable,” 
according to Lockhart, who compared the 
situation to a car dealership’s lawful abil¬ 
ity to refuse a contact based on an errone¬ 
ously low, advertised vehicle price. 

Justice Eileen C. Moore accepted the 
stance. “Why the prosecutor did not read 
the police reports more carefully is not at 
issue here,” Moore declared on June 23. 
To her, the key issue was that enforce¬ 
ment of the plea deal would mean “a sex¬ 
ual deviant” would go free. She reasoned, 
“The safety of children is at stake.” 

But Moore landed in the minority. Jus¬ 
tices William Bedsworth and Kathleen 
E. O’Leary rejected Patel’s posturing as 
a victim of Gurwitz’s guile, noting, “She 
could have read the [police reports] if 

she wanted to,” and therefore 
must assume responsibility 
for the consequences. 

In an apparent response to 
Moore’s overarching worry 
over kids, they stated there is 
another compelling public- 
policy concern. “As representa¬ 
tives of the government, it is 
particularly important for pros¬ 
ecutors to live up to any and 
all promises that persuade a 
defendant to give up his consti¬ 
tutional right to trial and plead 
guilty to a criminal offense,” 
Bedsworth wrote for the 
majority. “Because the People 
agreed to refrain from pros¬ 
ecuting [Amin] for all incidents 
referenced in the police report 
in that case, and because the police report 
clearly and specifically refers to the conduct 
underlying the felony charges [he] is cur¬ 
rently facing, those charges cannot stand.” 

Unlike in the Judge Kelly fiasco, Rack¬ 
auckas didn’t hold bitter press confer¬ 
ences about the results of Patel’s laziness 
and responsibility dodge. He didn’t even 
issue terse press statements. Rackauckas 
promoted her to handle felony cases.

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/ t was the video seen ’round the 
world, seven minutes of Keystone 
Kops-worthy exploits that exposed 
Santa Ana’s sham of a medical-mari¬ 
juana system once and for all. 

The first image on the grainy footage, 
taken from a secret camera in the upper- 
right-hand corner of an empty hallway, 
is a hand-held battering ram smashing 
through the front door of Sky High Holis¬ 
tic Collective. Weapons drawn, a rush 
of plainclothes and uniformed police 
officers—most of them wearing hoods or 
motorcycle helmets—charge offscreen. 

A camera inside the dispensary’s lobby 
captured officers pointing their guns at 
customers and employees, ordering them 
to lie down on the floor. 

The officers arrest everyone inside the 
dispensary without incident, including 
wheelchair-bound amputee and legend¬ 
ary medical-marijuana activist Marla 
James (see “OC’s Matriarch of Medicinal 
Marijuana,” March 20). After a female 
officer wheels James out of the lobby, the 
video shows her crowbar-wielding part¬ 


ners ripping cameras from walls and dis¬ 
mantling a DVR machine. “Can we break 
some fucking cameras and make the boss 
happy, please?” one of the plainclothes 
officers shouts. 

“Did you punch that one-legged 
bonita ?” one of the male cops asks the 
female officer a few minutes later, mock¬ 
ing James’ appearance by using the Span¬ 
ish word for “pretty lady.” 

“I was about to kick her in her fucking 
nub,” she answers, laughing. 

After taking inventory of Sky High 
Holistic’s seized cache of dried marijuana 
and cannabis edibles, one of the officers 
remarks that there are some chocolate 
bars in the back room. A muscular cop 
with a shaved head and thick beard puts 
one in his mouth and tosses a small pack¬ 
age to his partner, who asks “what flavor” 
the item is. Moments later, the second 
officer, speaking with his mouth full, says, 
“These candy bars are pretty good. I kinda 
feel lightheaded, though.” 

Near the end of the footage, inside the 
pot club’s lobby, Santa Ana police super¬ 


visor Alex Sanchez talks with another 
officer. “You ever work with John Fish, 
the DA?” Sanchez asks, referring to the 
Orange County Superior Court judge who 
previously worked as a narcotics prosecu¬ 
tor. “He’s the judge that signed our war¬ 
rant. ... He’s the fucker that pulled into 
a gas station on our way to the Staples 
Center and goes, ‘Let’s buy some beers 
and drink ’em out of a red cup. I go, ‘That’s 
not going to be obvious.’ There we are 
at an ampm, getting Styrofoam cups and 
pouring our beers into them. That fucking 
blew me away!” 

The May 26 raid was old hat for the 
Santa Ana Police Department; since last 


year, they’ve raided and torn apart doz¬ 
ens of clubs, nearly all of which operate 
in compliance with state law but with¬ 
out a city permit. Because of the high 
value of medical-grade cannabis and the 
presence of large amounts of cash, Sky 
High had secret cameras to capture any 
employee theft or burglaries—as well as 
bash-happy police. 

On June 10, attorney Matthew Pappas 
released the footage to both OC Weekly 
and the investigative website Voice of OC. 
Two days later, both outlets published 
the videos online. From there, the videos 
went viral, producing headlines such as

“Cops eat edibles, play darts during raid” 
and “Cops joke about kicking amputee’s 
‘nub’” in publications ranging from the 
Huffington Post and New York Daily News 
to Reason magazine and the British tab¬ 
loid Daily Mail. 

Faced with an unprecedented barrage 
of bad publicity, the Santa Ana PD did its 
best to control the damage. “Obviously, 
we are concerned with what we see on 
the video,” said Chris Revere, a Santa Ana 
police commander in charge of internal 
affairs. “I’d like to see the unedited video 
to get a clearer picture of what is happen¬ 
ing.” Revere refused to name the officers 
in the video but stated they would not 
likely be drug-tested. “If it’s an ugly baby, 
it’s an ugly baby,” he said. “Let’s move on.” 

/ nside a conference room on the 
second floor of the Westin Hotel 
in downtown Long Beach on 
June 15, Pappas took the stage. He 
announced that hours earlier, he 
had filed a federal lawsuit against the 
city of Santa Ana. By breaking down Sky 
High’s door instead of announcing them¬ 
selves by knocking, by destroying the cam¬ 
eras and other equipment, and otherwise 
using rough tactics during the raid, the 
police had violated the civil rights of the 
patients who were arrested that day. 

Onstage with Pappas was retired Los 
Angeles Police Deputy Chief Stephen 
Downing, who pointed out that—with 
the exception of James, who couldn’t be 
housed at the city jail, and her husband, 
Dave—everyone had been imprisoned 
until the following day for violating what 
Downing, a somber drug-reform advocate 
dressed in a suit and tie, described as 
merely “a municipal code violation.” 

Pappas then accused the city of carry¬ 
ing out a corrupted cannabis-enforcement 
campaign by targeting marijuana col¬ 
lectives such as Sky High Holistic that 
had either lost or not participated in the 
city’s Feb. 5 lottery that allowed for 20 
lucky winners to receive permits. The 
lottery followed the passing of the city’s 
Measure BB, which raised more money 
and soundly defeated Measure CC, a 
grassroots-backed and more expansive 
legalization initiative the city opposed. 

“We have evidence that the mayor has 
a financial interest in one of the collec¬ 
tives that won the lottery,” Pappas told the 
crowd of reporters and marijuana-legal¬ 
ization activists. “The mayor has a pecu¬ 
niary interest in one of the collectives. 
Prior to the election, there were limousine 


services and gifts provided to officials. 

We have evidence of that. People were 
approached to pay a $25,000 amount and 
were told they would win the lottery.” 

Pappas would provide no further 
details. Pressed by a skeptical reporter, he 
insisted he would make further announce¬ 
ments soon, but for now, he had shared 
his information with federal law-enforce¬ 
ment investigators whom he said were 
examining political corruption relating to 
medical marijuana throughout Southern 
California. Besides Pappas, two other 
lawyers who represent medical-marijuana 
dispensaries said FBI investigators had 
questioned them about the behavior of 
officials in Santa Ana and other cities. 

Both Mayor Miguel Pulido and Santa 
Ana city attorney Sonia Carvalho, who in 
a June 8 email to Pappas asks for him to 
share evidence of alleged corruption with 
her office, failed to respond to interview 
requests. Alma Flores, a city communica¬ 
tions manager, wrote in an email to the 
Weekly, “The city of Santa Ana does not 
comment on pending litigation.” 

An investigation by the Weekly uncov¬ 


ered no direct evidence that Pulido or any 
other Santa Ana official directly solicited 
bribes from prospective marijuana- 
dispensary operators in return for guar¬ 
anteed lottery success. In fact, the city 
contracted the lottery to a well-respected 
private, certified, public accounting firm, 
and it appears to have been properly car¬ 
ried out. That doesn’t mean the lottery 
was perfect, however. 

Rather than forcing lottery players 
to go through a lengthy background 
check, something that might have greatly 
reduced the number of applications, city 
officials allowed individuals to submit 
an unlimited number of applications per 
location on behalf of various corporate 
entities. The city’s somewhat-cynical 
operating theory is that corporations 
are people, and thus each one, no matter 
how fictional or freshly conceived or who 
actually owned it, has the right to its own 
lottery ball. 

Not surprisingly, an astounding num¬ 
ber of applications flooded in—648 to be 
exact, earning the city $1,490 apiece. Even 
though it rejected several applications 


and just 627 balls went into the machine, 
the city still earned more than $1 mil¬ 
lion from the lottery. Predictably, most 
of the 20 winners were deep-pocketed 
entrepreneurs, some of whom purchased 
100 or even 150 balls to increase the odds 
of winning. The winners included some 
high-profile names such as Cypress Hill’s 
B-Real (see “B-Real of Cypress Hill Wants 
to Bring Dr. Greenthumb to Santa Ana,” 
April 1). Many winners formed legal part¬ 
nerships, raised money from investors 
and paid the city with money orders; the 
Weekly also interviewed eyewitnesses 
who described successful applicants who 
drove to City Hall in flashy cars with their 
girlfriends in tow, hauling shopping bags 
stuffed with enough cash to purchase doz¬ 
ens of lottery balls. 

The Weekly also uncovered allegations 
of attempted influence peddling by Puli¬ 
do’s personal attorney and former Orange 
County Democratic Party chairman Frank 
Barbaro, as well as aggressive solicitation 
of campaign donations by both Pulido 
and powerful Democratic Party operative

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Melahat Rafiei, whose brother is among 
the 20 winners. Furthermore, to raise 
cash for the Measure BB campaign and 
thus lay the groundwork for the lottery, 
the city worked with Randall Longwith, 
a prominent medical-marijuana attorney 
whose brother-in-law, David Dewyke, 
happens to manage the Clinic Patient’s 
Association. The large-scale dispensary 
operated in Santa Ana without a permit 
for several years, until it was finally shut 
down by the police in late May—one of the 
last such dispensaries left in the city. 

Campaign-contribution records 
obtained by the Weekly show Dewyke was 
by far the largest contributor to Measure 
BB, writing checks totaling $57,000—single- 
handedly footing nearly a third of the 
roughly $181,000 campaign bill. (Dewyke 
also gave $10,000 to the Measure CC 
campaign.) According to limo-company 
operator and custom-car designer Vini 
Bergeman—who lives in a 20,000-square- 
foot mansion in Panorama Heights and is 
a former associate of John Gotti, as well as 
a former business partner of Dewyke’s— 
Dewyke frequently borrowed his vehicles, 
saying he needed them to wine and dine 
city officials involved in Measure BB. 

“I heard about it from the drivers, and he 
told me himself,” Bergeman says. “I remem¬ 
ber that when Dave’s store got raided, Dave 
told me that he was on the phone with the 
mayor, that he owns the mayor, that he’s not 
supposed to get shut down. He was sup¬ 
posed to be the last one shut down.” 

t first, nobody recognized 
the bearded, bespectacled, 
silver-haired man buying pot 
each week at the Aloha Com¬ 
munity Collective Association, 
a now-shuttered marijuana dispensary 
in Santa Ana. But the man quickly—and 
frequently—introduced himself, telling 
anyone who would listen that he was none 
other than Frank Barbara. “I don’t remem¬ 
ber exactly when he started coming in,” 
said a budtender who asked to remain 
anonymous. “But I know it was before we 
were raided the first time and arrested.” 

As the Weekly reported last year, city 
police raided Aloha and numerous other 
dispensaries in August 2014, arresting 
dozens of people (see “Santa Ana’s Great 
Pot Raid,” Aug. 14,2014). “He would come 
in as a customer and introduced himself 
to me as Pulido’s lawyer, shamelessly, like, 
T’m Mayor Pulido’s lawyer.’” 

After a few visits, the budtender contin¬ 
ued, Barbara “started saying, T’m goingto 
be the guy who decides who gets to stay 
after the vote.’ He would lightly drop it: 
‘Hey, man, let me just tell you I am the guy 
you need to talk to.’ It was all open-ended. 
T’m the guy that fixes the problems, the 


guy who picks the winners in the end.’” 

The budtender said he “never enter¬ 
tained the banter because I know better 
than that. It’s either entrapment or a 
shakedown, and it looks like a shakedown 
because we didn’t pay and we got raided 
and arrested by the city.” The budtender 
immediately brought Barbara’s state¬ 
ments to the attention of Aloha’s manager. 
“I’m not stupid,” he explained. “When you 
introduce yourself as the lawyer to the 
mayor of the city and you’re in a business 
that is illegal, that doesn’t make sense. 
That’s an immediate concern. I immedi¬ 
ately smelled a fish.” 

Aloha’s manager, Mike, who asked to 
be identified only by his first name, con¬ 
firmed the budtender’s account. “That 
guy Frank [Barbaro], he would come in 
weekly,” Mike recalled, adding that Bar¬ 
baro repeatedly made it known he had 
direct access to the mayor, saying, “‘Hey, 
you guys are great, if you want to move 
forward when all this is over, talk to me.’ 

“He would always preach on about if 
you want to get a spot in the lottery, you 
need to work with him, and he would 
make it happen,” Mike continued. “At 
first, it was like he wanted a free deal from 
the dispensary, but then he became more 
and more aggressive in bringing up his 
relationship and influence with Mayor 
Pulido. He would claim that all the time: 
‘As you know, I am Mayor Pulido’s attor¬ 
ney, and when all this mess is over, you are 
going to want to work through me if you 
want to ensure a spot in Santa Ana.’” 

Worried by the encounter, Mike says, 
he had been in regular contact with the 
Santa Ana city attorney’s office at the 
time. “I had meetings with them and was 
talking to them at the time, and I said, 
‘This guy is coming in saying he’s Pulido’s 
attorney and trying to get a deal.’ They 
were like, ‘No comment.’ Are we sup¬ 
posed to make a deal with him then?” he 
wondered. Following that conversation, 
Mike says he informed his attorney, Chris¬ 
topher Glew, who told him that under no 
circumstances should he have any such 
conversation with Barbaro, much less pay 
him for a spot in the city’s lottery. 

In an interview with the Weekly, Glew 
confirmed Mike’s story and said it wasn’t 
the first time he had heard such allega¬ 
tions. “I started getting clients coming in 
and saying, ‘Hey, there’s some guy claiming 
to be Pulido’s right-hand man going around 
saying, ‘We will guarantee you a spot for x 
amount of money,’” Glew recalled. 

Glew didn’t believe the stories at first, 
but then he kept hearing the same account 
from different dispensaries. “First, it was 
one client, and I dismissed it as BS, then 
two, then three, then everyone had been 
approached in one shape or form.” 






































Glew said he figured Pulido should 
be made aware of what was happening. 

“I called the city attorney’s office and 
said, ‘Look, you need to know there are 
some people running around/ and their 
approach was, ‘We don’t know anything 
about it; tell him, don’t tell us.’” 

Glew added, “I advised my clients to 
stay away,” telling them that even assum¬ 
ing Barbaro was capable of making such a 
deal, which he doubted, it would be illegal. 

Mike, the Aloha manager, says he was 
dismayed at Barbaro’s conduct, especially 
after the city raided his collective and 23 
others in August 2014, arresting 68 people 
for violating the city’s anti-marijuana 
code. “I helped to start Measure CC and 
spent two and a half years on that; the city 
took all my ideas, gave me the finger and 
got me arrested,” he remarked. “I’m so 
glad I didn’t waste any more time or any 
more money.” 

hile it’s unclear whether 
Pulido had any knowledge 
of Barbaro’s alleged activi¬ 
ties at the time, the mayor 
was soliciting contributions 
from current and prospective dispensary 
owners to fund Measure BB. In October 
2014, just a month before the election, 
Pulido met with medical-marijuana activ¬ 
ist Doug Lamphere and attorney and 
entrepreneur Aaron Herzberg, both of 
whom were interested in opening dis¬ 
pensaries in the city. As the Voice of OC 
recently reported, also in attendance at 
the meeting were Barbaro and Rafiei. 

According to that article, Pulido asked 
if Lamphere and Herzberg had money 
that could help him make marijuana legal 
in Santa Ana. As a result of the meeting, 
Herzberg paid $10,000 to the California 
Homeowners Association PAC. Herzberg 
says he gave the money to his next-door 
neighbor, Adam Probolsky, a well-known 


Republican operative who denies his role 
in the money transfer; at Pulido’s direc¬ 
tion, Lamphere also provided $5,000 to 
the PAC on the same day. 

In an interview with the Weekly, Herz¬ 
berg said that he made the contribution 
because he felt the mayor was sincere 
about legalizing cannabis. That said, it 
seemed Pulido was desperate for cash for 
his legal defense fund. “The mayor was 
extremely aggressive,” Herzberg says, 
adding that Pulido “contacted me on a 
subsequent occasion and solicited another 
contribution and asked if I could find 
other contributors.” 

Rafiei soon chimed in via email. “Need 
to get $4K to the mayor ASAP,” she wrote 
in a March 9 email. “Can you help with 
that today? We can take $1K for different 

entities/people_Thanks for your help. 

Miguel really appreciates it.” 

Herzberg wrote a check to Pulido’s re- 
election campaign for $1,000—the legal 
limit. He also convinced his business part¬ 
ner, Chris Francy, to make a similar contri¬ 
bution. Rafiei, a Long Beach-based politi¬ 
cal consultant, former executive director 
for the Democratic Party of Orange 
County and registered agent for lottery¬ 
winning Menmee Inc., did not respond to 
an interview request for this story. 

Unlike Herzberg, Lamphere changed 
his mind about doing business in Santa 
Ana. Lamphere grew up in Orange County 
and was one of the first activists, along 
with Marvin Chavez and David Herrick, to 
be prosecuted and sent to prison for trying 
to open a collective shortly after Proposi¬ 
tion 215 passed in 1996. His experience 
with Pulido led him to leave the county 
altogether and move to Oregon, where he 
has been able to open three legal dispen¬ 
saries in the past few months. “What’s 
happening in Santa Ana is corruption at a 
whole new level,” he says. “It’s ridiculous

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to expect a business to go in there and 
become corrupt. So I said to hell with it.” 

O utside the courtroom of Orange 
County Superior Court Judge 
David R. Chaffee on June 19, 
a motley mix of lawyers, med¬ 
ical-marijuana activists and 
nervous lottery winners milled around in 
small groups. It was late morning already, 
and Chaffee was still busy clearing other 
civil cases off his schedule before hear¬ 
ing oral arguments on whether he should 
grant a permanent injunction against 
the city’s Measure BB lottery process. A 
few weeks earlier, on May 30, Chaffee 
had granted a temporary injunction in 
response to a lawsuit filed by applicants 
who either lost or didn’t qualify for the lot¬ 
tery and who claimed the city’s guidelines 
allowing multiple lottery balls was unfair. 

The crowd included a veritable who’s- 
who of the Santa Ana pot industry. 
Although B-Real wasn’t there, his attor¬ 
ney, Glew, was present. So was Longwith 
and some of his lottery-winning clients, 
including his brother-in-law, Dewyke, 
who took out his cell phone and showed a 


reporter several photographs of the recent 
raid of his collective, which appears to 
have been thoroughly trashed. 

“They vandalized the building,” Dewyke 
complained. “We were seeing 500 patients 
a day when we got raided.” Assuming 
Chaffee would allow Santa Ana to issue 
permits to lottery winners, Dewyke said, 
his new store was ready to open for busi¬ 
ness immediately. “It will be the crown 
jewel of Santa Ana,” he promised. 

A few hours later, Dewyke’s wish came 
true. Chaffee announced he was not going 
to issue a permanent injunction against 
Measure BB, meaning Santa Ana officials 
were free to move forward and issue per¬ 
mits to the lottery winners. 

A closer look at Dewyke’s financial 
situation suggests that the sooner his new 
store can open, the better. He has declared 
bankruptcy twice in recent years, filing for 
Chapter 11 protection in 2009 and Chap¬ 
ter 13 in 2013. Bankruptcy records from 
the latter case show Dewyke owed credi¬ 
tors—including Blink-182 drummer Travis 
Barker—$3.9 million, as well as $340,000 
to the IRS. That year, he declared an 
annual salary of just $29,000, despite hav¬ 


ing $1.9 million in 
assets, including a 
$1.6 million home 
in Yorba Linda; a 
rental property in 
Fort Worth, Texas; a 
2005 Lamborghini; 
two trucks; two 
motorcycles; and a 
36-foot boat valued 
at $55,000. 

Dewyke doesn’t 
seem to be short of 
cash at the moment, 
at least not based on 
a conversation he 
had with another 
lottery winner the 
Weekly was trying 
to interview outside 
Chaffee’s courtroom. 

Brandi Trotta, a 
single mom pushing 
her 2-year-old in a 
stroller, claimed she 
had purchased just 
one lottery ball from 
the city and was 
amazed when her number was called. “I 
felt lucky,” she said. “It was a lot of money 
for me to put down, and then I’m reading 
about all this corruption, and maybe this 
judge is going to shut everything down. 
Now I’m worried I’m going to lose it all.” 

“I’ll give you half a million dollars 
if you want to give me your spot,” 
Dewyke interrupted. 


Trotta laughed nervously, assuming 
Dewyke was joking. 

“I’m serious,” Dewyke said. “Cash. 
Today. I can get it right now.” 

Trotta paused a moment to think it over. 
“No, I really want to do this,” she answered. 
“I really believe in medical marijuana.” 

“Okay, how about $600,000?”

Man at Work 

Outpost Kitchen’s ‘Surfers Chef Andre Sickinger shows us how Australians do brunch

I love, love, love this restaurant. I love 
that it’s different from anything I’ve 
seen before. I love that it takes effort 
to find in an industrial section of 
town, and that it’s located near nothing 
except auto body shops and anonymous 
block-shaped warehouses. I love that 
when I walked in there for the first time, 
the cashier was in the middle of chang¬ 
ing the record player to queue up Oingo 
Boingo on vinyl. And I love that the staff 
use tin plates to serve everything, that 
the silverware is inside buckets, wrapped 
with napkins, and left distributed along 
the communal tables where everyone sits. 

I also love how open the kitchen is, how I 
can see everything that happens in there, 
from the guy cutting up limes for the coco- 
nut-papaya-and-lime smoothies I ordered 
to the stove where they’re cracking eggs 
onto sputtering frying pans one-by-one. 

Yet none of what I previously men¬ 
tioned would be at all endearing if it 
weren’t for the food. And yes, I love the 
food. It has impressed me more than any¬ 
thing else I’ve had this year. The flavor 
profiles are clean and simple—everything 
cooked with clarity of purpose and an 
unshakable confidence in the ingredi¬ 
ents used. Nothing I’ve eaten at Outpost 
Kitchen is superfluous or redundant. 
Everything that’s on the plate needs to 
be there. This includes the dew-flecked 
spinach salad served with virtually every 
egg-based breakfast. Yes, you read that 
right: a salad, this salad, is part of break¬ 
fast. And it works so well with the silken 
scrambles and the yolk-oozing poached 
eggs, it has made me re-evaluate all the 
egg breakfasts in my life in which nothing 


green has dared show up. 

On the plate called the Aussie-style 
scramble, I ate the salad with the egg, the 
shards of prosciutto, the roasted tomato 
chunks and the plank of toasted bread 
that forms the base, immediately real¬ 
izing it’s the first time I could describe a 
breakfast as refreshing. In the meantime, 
an older man next to me started on his 
sausage and eggs, which were also nestled 
atop raw spinach. He took a bite, put his 
fork down, then motioned to the chef. 
With a slight look of concern, the chef 
headed over to the stone-faced man. 

“This is the best breakfast I’ve had in 
my life,” gushed the man, comparing it to 
a previous meal at some Paris hotel whose 
name I didn’t catch. 

The chef—a tall, lean, bearded gent 
who could’ve walked out of the lat¬ 
est Mad Max film—is Andre Sickinger, 
someone whom I knew nothing about 
before this except that he labeled him¬ 
self as a “Surfers Chef.” It was this and 
the words “CLEAN | RAW | VEGAN | 
PALEO | ORGANIC | PLANT BASED | 
ALLERGY FREE” on Outpost Kitchen’s 
less-than-informative website that ini¬ 
tially had me skeptical of the place. What 
do surfers such as Kelly Slater—whom 
Sickinger has cooked for and name- 
drops on multiple occasions on other 
websites—know about food, anyway? 
Well, since Slater hired Sickinger, appar¬ 
ently a lot. The chef has been in the 
business for 25 years in at least six coun¬ 
tries, which I don’t doubt would have to 
include Indonesia and Vietnam. The two 
places appear to have influenced Sick- 
inger’s best dish: the wild salmon salad. 


To make it, he fries a salmon steak to a 
crisp, tears it into chunks, then tosses the 
crunchy pieces into a lime-dressed pile of 
greenery with grated coconut, peanuts, 
bean sprouts, Thai basil and cilantro. The 
result tastes like a combination of Vietnam¬ 
ese goi mit and this obscure Indonesian 
salad I grew up eating called urap-urap. 

And I even loved the paleo dish, but 
especially the making of it. I watched as 
Sickinger cooked the peewee potatoes 
from scratch, roasting them in a pan, 
whacking them flat by slamming another 
pan on top of them, and then seasoning 
them in stages as they sizzled. When the 
dish was served, the potatoes were hot; 
the salad with arugula, fennel and cauli¬ 
flower was cold; and the smoked slices of 
salami were somewhere in between. 

As with all seasonal cooks, Sickinger 
rotates out his menu routinely. The last 
few weeks saw a honey-glazed roast pork, 
a slow-braised lamb and a flawless pan- 
seared Alaskan sea bass; they might not 
ever come back. For now, he’s replaced 
them with two new sandwiches, as well as 
a salad with shrimp that our server joked 
was grilled on the barbie. Yet it still isn’t 
the most Australian thing you could eat at 
Outpost. If you dare, ask for toast smeared 
with Vegemite and wash it down with a 
flat white. Before you do, ask the cashier 
to dust off the Men at Work record and 
queue up that song. You know the one.

D ear Tustin: What the hell is wrong 
with you? Oh, you're a fine enough 
city, with one of the most-underrated 
food scenes in OC. But then I get to Old 
Town and see... barely anything. Empty 
streets. Little sign of life. I told a pal a cou¬ 
ple of years ago who wanted to open a 
restaurant that this was the neighborhood 
to do it, that the scenery was great. But 
he didn't open here, listing all the bistros 
and bars that have come and gone over 
the years, and saying the empty spaces 
that still stand today worried him. 

Defend your historic downtown's 
honor! Support those brave, young souls 
willing to open up shop here. Support El 
Camino Cafe, a charming-as-hell Mexi¬ 
can breakfast spot already popular with 
Tustinites—but it still needs to become 
more popular. Make the lines Anepalco's 
long. For here is the latest addition to OC's 
pantheon of spectacular Mexican cafes, 
a cubbyhole that looks like a Morelia 
dream as filtered through pocho eyes. 

El Camino Cafe's menu is deliciously 
simple: hefty but not gargantuan burritos 
(of the breakfast and not variety), egg 
dishes (the huevos divorciados: two eggs 
on top of ham and drowned in red and 
green salsa is how you'll want to eat eggs 
from now on), and quesadillas served 
with a delightful citrus pesto. The break- 
fasttorta—beans and ham and a big ol' 
bolillo—deserves a restaurant of its own; 
the potato taquitos crunch with verve and 
sit light on the stomach. And then come 
the chilaquiles: perfect, striking the ideal 
balance between crunch and softness, 
with an egg downright gossamer in its 
look. Yeah, I wish the salsas were spicier, 
but this is down-home Mexican food for 
the masses—so folks should sneak in 
some chiles de mordida if they must. 

Right now, El Camino is only open for 
breakfast and lunch. But if you do your 
part, Tustin, I can see it expand to din¬ 
ner. And if El Camino succeeds, then I 
see more young restaurateurs moving 
to Old Town. And if that happens, then 
you can finally achieve your potential. 

But if you choose to keep El Camino your 
quiet secret, Tustin? Then shame on 
ustedes —let the rest of us in!

Where the Boys Are

The men of Magic Mike look great but could grow up some

S teven Soderbergh’s 2012 Magic 
Mike was a cocktease. The ads 
tempted audiences with sweaty 
chests and thrusting crotches, 
but after Soderbergh lured us into his 
all-male strip club, he turned on the 
lights to show us the squalor. His hunks 
were drugged and morally decayed. The 
women—the sober ones, at least—sized 
them up as worthless, pressing them to 
put on pants and get real jobs. 

Its sequel, Magic Mike XXL, begins 
with its own fake-out. Mike (Channing 
Tatum) has managed to quit the business, 
buy an engagement ring for his girl and 
launch a business designing rustic head- 
boards for Tampa bohemians. (A sly gag 
is that these cheeseballs scheme to cash 
in on the hipsterification of the normal 
world—one dreams of a food truck that 
sells artisanal probiotic froyo.) But Mike’s 
dreams haven’t worked out. And then 
lumbering beast Tarzan (Kevin Nash, 
whom Mickey Rourke should sue for 
trademark infringement) phones to tell 
Mike that their snake-hipped former boss 
Dallas (Matthew McConaughey) is dead. 

He means dead to him—Dallas ditched 
the club for the casino gold-rush of 
Macau—but XXL lets the misunderstand¬ 
ing linger for long, glum minutes as we 
groan that we’ve been tricked, again, into 
attending a wake. Then it cracks a beer 
and toasts the boys’ freedom. What a 
relief, for both us and the gang—Tarzan, 
pretty boy Ken (Matt Bomer), loudmouth 


Tito (Adam Rodriguez), towering Big 
Dick Richie (Joe Manganiello) and joker 
DJ Tobias (Gabriel Iglesias). Dallas picked 
their outfits, choreographed their rou¬ 
tines and didn’t give a damn if, say, his hot 
fireman was phobic of flames, a reign of 
tyranny akin to what Lou Pearlman forced 
on their Florida kinsmen, the Backstreet 
Boys and *NSync. But unlike singers, this 
crew has never viewed its craft as art. Face 
it, a serious stripper is an oxymoron. So 
now what? 

If Soderbergh were slapping us voyeurs 
on the wrists, this sequel couldn’t be more 
delighted to put on a show. It’s a practi¬ 
cally plotless party. Director Gregory 
Jacobs, Soderbergh’s longtime A.D. work¬ 
ing, presumably, with his benediction, 
doesn’t see his studs as callow grifters. 
Says new kid Donald Glover, “We’re like 
healers.” In that analogy, women are the 
patients, and the boys’ caravan to a strip¬ 
per convention in Myrtle Beach is Doctors 
Without Borders. At pit stops, the fellows 
disembark to delight the opposite sex (or, 
in one case, a bar of gay men unamused by 
their drag antics). Sometimes, they dance 
for free, and once or twice, they even let 
the ladies speak, as when they wander 
into a den of middle-aged Southern belles 
drunk on fine wines flowing from their 
aristocratic, gorgeous hostess Andie Mac- 
Dowell. There’s also a bemused-temptress 
part for Amber Heard, who appears out of 
the dark on a midnight beach, all backlit 
blond hair, cigarette smoke and attitude. 


Mostly, however, the women they meet 
are wordless, screaming fans or an atten¬ 
tive audience simply giggling at their 
bro jokes, which is hard to grouse about 
when the women in the theater—myself 
included—were doing the same. 

There’s a sense the genders have 
inverted, an idea Jacobs and screen¬ 
writer Reid Carolin put onscreen but 
barely explore. The dudes dance because 
they’re desperate for money, yet every 
woman in their world is flush with cash. 
The ultra-rich gift the men cars and 
spring for hotel rooms. But, compara¬ 
tively, even the average female onscreen 
here is a tycoon. In the climax, the ladies 
shed tens of thousands of singles until 
they literally bury the men in mint-green. 
They’re paying—somehow—for fantasy. 
What, then, is their reality? They com¬ 
plain about offstage men who are frigid 
cads, but even these good-looking charm¬ 
ers prefer to be in a boys-only van bond¬ 
ing with one another. 

As for the men, they’ve been directed 
to ape Marilyn Monroe. They aren’t sexy 
with a grown man’s confidence, the way 
George Clooney can look at a woman 
as if he’s picturing her without clothes. 
Instead, they’re daffy and insecure, almost 
innocent. XXL is a topless, sticky-wet 
movie in which almost no one is hav¬ 
ing sex. The boys aren’t even grown up 
enough to say the word, preferring to ask, 
“Did you bangy?” They’re into the game 
for validation—can they make women 


swoon?—which boils over in a riotous 
scene in which Manganiello, an exaggera¬ 
tion of male romance-novel beauty, ner¬ 
vously lampoons his own attractiveness in 
a Quik-E-Mart, pouring bottled water and 
Cheetos on his chest. Monroe on that sub¬ 
way grate would give him a thumbs-up. 

Only when a mature woman, Jada 
Pinkett Smith playing a frosty madam, 
saunters into the frame does sex become 
erotic. She challenges Mike to impress 
her, and for a minute, you’re not sure he 
can. Tatum’s face is as transparent as a 
windowpane. He stays slack-jawed until 
an idea blurts directly from his brain to 
his mouth. What’s brilliant about his act¬ 
ing style is that his characters feel raw and 
real, even as his body flips into contor¬ 
tions he must have practiced for weeks. 

As with the best dancers, he makes his 
movements feel improvised even when 
they’re not—and we can tell by the way 
Jacobs wisely circles around, filming long, 
planned takes of Tatum bouncing all over 
the set doing handstands, leaping across 
chairs and spanking women with his own 
shirt. He’s selling nonsense fantasy in a 
movie that’s nonsense fantasy, but, boy, is 
Tatum the real deal.

AMY The death of Amy Winehouse, in July 
2011, at age 27, was one of the first great 
tragedies of 21 st-century pop music, an 
event that emphasized the jarring contrast 
between the fragility of human lives and the 
half-comforting, half-haunting permanence 
of recorded music. Once an artist is lost to 
us, the music left behind somehow changes 
color and tone, often becoming more beauti¬ 
ful rather than less. To hear Winehouse sing 
in Asif Kapadia's sensitive and extraordinary 
documentary Amy is to open yourself to 
an unsettling rush of grief and joy. Kapadia 
has conducted interviews with key people 
in Winehouse's life, weaving them through 
performance and interview footage as well 
as personal videos and intimate stills. The 
result is a surprisingly seamless biographical 
documentary. Kapadia presents Winehouse 
looking her best: We see her performing 
on the Late Show With David Letterman, a 
glorious vision with Maria Callas eyes and 
Ronnie Spector hair, wearing a polka-dotted 
supper-club dress that makes her somewhat 
thoughtlessly placed tattoos look more glam¬ 
orous, not less. But what really counts is the 
care Kapadia takes in showing Winehouse 
in her lowest moments: There are some 
disturbing stills where she's gaunt from drug 
and alcohol abuse—and the eating disor¬ 
ders that plagued her. There's also footage of 
a disastrous concert in Belgrade, the month 
before Winehouse died; she took the stage, 
drunk, and then refused to sing. Kapadia 
neither downplays nor sensationalizes this 
material; it's as if he's showing us these 
images only for as long as he can bearto 
look at them himself. Even if the last third of 
Amy is painful to watch, Kapadia never loses 
sight of the human being behind the mythol¬ 
ogy.

TERMINATOR: GENISYS Terminator: 
Genisys feels like a VHS cassette that's been 
rewound and recorded over for 21 years. 
Director Alan Taylor gives us images—a 
thumbs-up, an abandoned factory, a liquid- 
metal cop smashing through the windshield 
of a car—that cut through the CGI like 
scratches on tape. Genisys is haunted 
by ghosts of old movies, a cyborg whose 
entire DNA is deja vu. Time is meaningless. 
Judgment Day has rained nuclear hellfire 
in 1997,2003 or 2017, numbers intoned with 
the transient gravitas of Powerball winners. 
When Arnold Schwarzenegger says, "I'll be 
back," the line echoes in the brain. Is this 
1984,1991 or 2015? Genisys boots up in 2029, 
a generation after the robot rebellion, when 
scarred rebel leader John Connor (Jason 
Clarke) leads a final assault against Skynet. 
Those of you with flowcharts will recall that's 
the year when Connor sent his young foot 
soldier Kyle Reese (Jai Courtney) back to 
1984 to rescue and impregnate his mother, 
Sarah. Reese lands in punk '80s LA, where 
he's greeted by a young, naked Arnold, 
recapturing the physical perfection that first 
got him cast as a computer man, now with 
computer help. And then comes a warrior 
Sarah Connor (Emilia Clarke) who, in this 
timeline, has been waiting for him since 1973. 
Genisys starts with a mystifying war mon¬ 
tage in which we can't decipher whether 
Reese and John Connor are in peril or show¬ 
ing off their highlight reel. Then it maintains 
that furious confusion. Everyone is shooting 
and punching, but no one knows how or why 
or even what year they should time-travel to 
next. Audiences will have seen five of these 
movies—and might be just as disoriented.

DOPE Part of what makes writer/director Rick 
Famuyiwa's Dope so fresh and joyous is that 
in many key ways it's not new at all. Here's 
a dramatic teen comedy, flavor-crystaled 
with sex and drugs and innocent raunch, 
about good friends who get caught up in 
bad business on their way to a climax that 
involves the dramatic recitation of a col¬ 
lege application essay. The soundtrack's a 
choice nostalgic mixtape, and the likable 
leads feel like stars on the rise, especially 
Shameik Moore, the kind of young actor 
who makes you feel as you watch that 
he's somehow your onscreen surrogate. 

Like Dazed & Confused or The Breakfast 
Club, this is a film about just how weird the 
extraordinarily normal kids are—kids like 
you. It's also set in the Bottoms of Inglewood. 
Dope taxonomizes black geekdom—the 
best-friend leads are into "white shit" like 
good grades and Donald Glover, and they all 
dress in something like '90s hip-hop cosplay. 
Through passionate curation, Malcolm 
(Moore) and his friends—lesbian Diggy 
(Kiersey Clemons) and skinny Jib (Tony 
Revolori)—are auditioning selves. But they 
also face more immediate concerns. What 
route to take when there's Bloods on one 
block and dealers looking to jack with you 
on the next? Life, Malcolm tells us, is "a daily 
navigation between bad and worse options." 
But being a geek in Inglewood means 
inventing a choice where none previously 
existed. Wearing a high fade and sticking up 
for "Summertime" by the Fresh Prince? He's 
signaling that he's charting his own course. 
Famuyiwa has laced truths into an entertain¬ 
ment that simply cooks along as a first-rate 
teen comedy caper film. There's hope in

INSIDE OUT Pixar's Inside Out goes inside 
the mind's control tower, populated with 
competing emotions and walls of whirligigs. 
When Riley (Kaitlyn Dias) is born, her unde¬ 
veloped infant brain is a void where one feel¬ 
ing, Joy (Amy Poehler), a Tinkerbell knockoff, 
oversees one button: Smile. Thirty-three sec¬ 
onds later, Riley weeps and a second feeling, 
Sadness (Phyllis Smith), pads in to grab com¬ 
mand. Fear (Bill Hader), Anger (Lewis Black), 
and Disgust (Mindy Kaling) enter next, 
expanding Riley's emotional range with new 
gizmos and levers. Her first memories, each 
the size of a bowling ball, roll into the room 
on metal rails, and then they're pinballed 
into the shadows to light up new quadrants 
of Riley's mind and shape her personality. 
Pete Docter and Ronaldo Del Carmen's 
overbright cartoon can't disguise that this is 
heady stuff—a more natural fit for a black- 
and-white Bergman than a kiddie caper. For 
children, the inner world is an uncharted 
sea subject to storms—a small gym-class 
slight can build into a swell of sorrow that, 
like, everyone in school totally hates them. 
Joy refuses to let Riley sink. She banishes 
Sadness to a corner, and dominates Fear, 
Anger, and Disgust with her cheerleader 
zeal—this is the at-all-costs, ultra-American 
effervescence that showers children with 
gold stars. We're primed to resent Sadness, 
a mope in a turtleneck and glasses, who 
bumbles around the brain accidentally turn¬ 
ing Riley's memories from sunny yellow to 
doleful blue. Yet Sadness doesn't enjoy mak¬ 
ing Riley miserable. By definition, how could 
she? Sadness simply can't behave according 
to the rules Joy has established, as lovely an 
explanation for depression as I've ever seen.

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In a Sacred Manner We Live 

The Bowers Museum revisits Manifest Destiny through the lens of three photographers

M anifest Destiny, you mag¬ 
nificent bastard. 

Directed by God to go to 
the ends of the earth—or at 
least west of the Mississippi—to spread 
civilization and democracy, white Ameri¬ 
cans faithfully went to war with Mexico, 
planted flags on already-claimed lands, 
devastated indigenous people who got in 
the way and forcefully imported others to 
help build their plantations. The reper¬ 
cussions permeate to this day: Confeder¬ 
ate flags, continued racism, land rights 
disputes, hostility to immigrants—all part 
and parcel of the self-deception that we 
were Divinely Intended to take whatever 
we wanted. 

The West wouldn’t have been the West 
without Manifest Destiny, and while 
none of the photographers on exhibition 
in Bowers Museum’s “Adams, Curtis and 
Weston: Photographers of the American 
West” embraced that Darwinian philoso¬ 
phy, each was compelled to document the 
West in his own unique way, in an under¬ 
stated rebuttal, even if it was political with 
a small “p.” 

The work of ethnologist/photographer 
Edward S. Curtis was the most obvious 
response to that Imperialist philosophy: 
His black-and-white photos of the every¬ 
day lives of Indian cultures are given a 
wash of reddish-brown sepia. The images 
have met with some derision over the 
years because Curtis posed and often 
costumed his subjects, relying on the cli¬ 
che of the noble savage to sell them, but I 
would argue his intentions were good. 

Not only did he go into debt to create 
his series “The North American Indian”— 
spending tens of thousands out of his 
own pocket when grants didn’t cover 
everything needed—but one needs to look 
at just two photos in this show to see that 
his heart was where it needed to be: His 
circa 1905 portrait of Geronimo presents 
the Apache warrior in profile, the flinty 
eagle eyes and grim set of his lips reveal¬ 
ing a regretted life of loss and betrayal, 
all carved into the weathered leather of 
his face. And the focal figure of Pottery 
Burner ; Santa Clara (from 1926) stands 
with his or her back to the viewer, sexless, 
wrapped in a blanket, looking out onto 
a mangy chaparral, as plumes of smoke 
eddy and blend into a sky full of angry 
clouds. The solitary figure can be inter¬ 
preted as someone simply observing the 
firing of pottery, but it can also represent 
an entire culture going up in flames and 
fading into the air. 

More famous than Curtis is the king 
of the black-and-white nature calendar— 
and likely the main draw here—Ansel 


Adams. His environmentalist landscape 
photographs are stunning examples 
of the art. Shooting with large-format 
cameras—“The heaviest one I can carry,” 
Adams used to quip—that allow for pre¬ 
cise resolution, he captured a remark¬ 
able amount of detail in his pictures. 
Getting up close—which you can do at 
the Bowers—allows you to see grada¬ 
tions in the rock faces of mountains, 
subtle shifts of contrast in snow banks, 
and note Adams’ affinity for light and 
dark that looks as if it were applied on a 
canvas by a master painter. 

You’d almost think there was something 
to that Manifest Destiny thing when look¬ 
ing at the mystical, holy stillness of Mount 
Williamson, The Sierra Nevada, from 
Manzanar, California, 1945: The camera 
is at ground level, rocks and boulders 
filling the frame, above them the peaks 
of the mountain, light bursting through 
the dusting of cloud as if a blessing from 
above. You can see the wind-blown desert 
eddies in Sand Dune, Sunrise, Death Val¬ 
ley, California : the ever-changing, delicate, 
tentative ridge, one side white from the 
approaching sun, the other side a dusky 
gray. Photographers can be magicians/ 
liars, choosing to leave out important 
parts of an image in order to divert your 
focus, but you never get that feeling with 
Adams. It’s as if any object outside his 
frame doesn’t exist, and you can trust 
the only thing you’re supposed to see is 
exactly what he’s showing you.

Hanging next to Adams is his friend 
and colleague Edward Weston—to my 
sense, the finest of the three. More fine art 
photography than journalism, Weston’s 
deeply sensual vision initially feels out of 
place in this exhibition; his sultry nudes, 
studied images of old buildings and erotic 
still lifes of vegetables are miles away 
from the other two artists’ highlights 
of the West, but every photo is a serene 
masterpiece, impossible to be any better 
than it is. The landscape in “E” Town, New 
Mexico is lopsided, ramshackle buildings, 
with high-contrast, menacing clouds hov¬ 
ering overhead. 

The portrait Elsa catches his model in 
an outline of broken glass, a literal pic¬ 
ture window trapped in a wooden frame. 
Looking at the close-ups of a shallot, a 
cabbage leaf and a pepper, the first thing 
you think of isn’t salad, but that these are 
animate objects, shiny, the bulbous bumps 
and valleys liquid and fleshy, glowing and 
alive. Curtis mourns the past, Adams cele¬ 
brates the precarious present, and animist 
Weston’s every photograph teases us with 
a teeming life, if we just open our eyes and 
see it as he does.

Dino Drawings 

I f you've ever gone to the Santa Ana Art 
Walk, you've seen Dino Perez. He's the 
tall, Mexican teddy bear of a man always 
selling dreamy art prints that remind you 
a little of Dfa de los Muertos. The 30-year- 
old grew up in Santa Ana, and the loca¬ 
tion and its artists fed his desire to create. 

"Growing up in the '90s in Santa Ana 
was really cool because there were 
many subcultures," Perez says. "Even 
though we were young, there were a lot 
of artists, musicians and writers." 

Perez is now a graphic artist by day, 
and a painter and illustrator the rest 
of the time. He carries his sketchbook 
everywhere and finds himself drawing 
the same cast of characters in differ¬ 
ent forms and situations. "There's the 
skeleton boy, the sad moon, Fred the owl, 
Oliver the old timey cartoon, and Stella 
the woman with the 1960s updo," he 
explains. "I've loved drawing skulls since 
I was little, and that somber feeling is in 
all of my pieces, but I balance it by using 
soft colors and making things whimsical." 

With a memorable style, Perez was 
recognized as one of OC's best artists 
for OC Weekly's Artopia, commissioned 
by the city of Santa Ana for a utility-box 
project (his is across from Fourth Street 
Market), and hired by Goldenvoice to 
create show posters for Morrissey and 
Ellie Goulding. He next plans to expand 
his line of sculptures, in which he brings 
his characters to life. If you can't afford 
an original piece, Perez will make you 
a high-quality print on canvas paper; it 
feels like a substantial work on its own— 
not just another copy.

The Family That 
Tattoos Together... 

John Caleb of Chapter X Tattoo 


f f 191 knew from the beginning 
I that I wanted to own my 
I own shop so I could listen 
to the music I want to lis¬ 
ten to and treat people how I want to 
treat them/’ says John Caleb, who owns 
Orange’s Chapter X Tattoo with his dad. 
Minutes later, Fall Out Boy begin playing 
over the speaker next to Caleb’s station. 
It’s not that there’s anything wrong with 
Fall Out Boy; it just isn’t the type of music 
usually associated with a tattoo shop. 

And that’s just one of the many anoma¬ 
lies that Caleb has instituted at Chapter 
X to distinguish itself. It doesn’t look 
all that different from competitors, but 
it’s far more family-oriented than oth¬ 
ers might be, particularly with Caleb’s 
5-year-old son running around upstairs. 

“We won’t do vulgar tattoos, like naked 
ladies or upside-down crosses,” the 
31-year-old says. “I think, in this indus¬ 
try, I don’t fit the mold. I don’t drink or 
smoke or party. I’m a family man; I go to 
church. I don’t want a shop full of guys 
who are always drinking and partying on 
the job.” 

Although he won’t do profane tattoos, 
Caleb is willing to do just about anything 
else. As with any experienced tattooer, he 
is best known for a specific style—in his 
case, clean lettering. But the script expert 
wasn’t always a master at it. 

“When I started doing lettering, I had 
actually forgotten how to write cursive,” 
Caleb says. “I sat down with my little 
cousin when he was learning to write 
cursive. He kind of taught me how to do 
it again, and it was just really cool.” 

For most people, tattoos wouldn’t 
seem like a family affair. But ink has 
always been a part of Caleb’s family. 

“My parents have a ton of tattoos, so 
they were always a common thing in the

house when I was growing up,” Caleb 
says. “I remember seeing my dad come 
home with bandages covering fresh tat¬ 
toos, and I’d have to stay up super-late 
so he could show me what was under 
those bandages.” 

After finishing high school in Garden 
Grove, Caleb tried his hand at college 
before realizing it wasn’t for him. With 
his uncles already established tattoo- 
ers, Caleb began honing his skills while 
working as a paint mixer at Home Depot 
to pay the bills. 

“I started in my garage, but I knew if I 
wanted to be taken seriously, I needed to 
learn to tattoo at a shop,” Caleb says. “I 
went to [Goodfellas Tattoo in Orange] to 
apprentice and work for free for a while, 
and I just passed six years of tattooing 
professionally.” 

While many artists work for decades 
before opening their own place, Caleb 
found an opportunity less than five years 
into his career. 

“I had a family friend who worked 
here, and he said the owner was look¬ 
ing to sell,” Caleb says. “My dad and 
I bought the shop. He does all the 
back-end work, all the financial stuff 
and everything. I just moved down 
here about a year ago, so now I just live 
around the corner, basically.”

Sisters of Satan 


These women show who wear the pants in the heavy-metal tribute scene

I t’s an average Saturday night at a 
sports bar in Chino Hills: frat boys 
chug beers while a man sings back- 
to-back Creed songs at the karaoke 
lounge, but in a room nearby, something 
very different is about to go down. As the 
excitement builds, my friend and I grab our 
drinks and head into a live-music venue 
attached to the bar by a smoke-filled patio. 

After a reasonable cover fee and a hand 
stamp, we enter to a sea of leather jackets, 
good hair, band T-shirts and every kind 
of person you could imagine, all there 
with one intention: to rock out to the 
hits of Iron Maiden. Amps crank, mics 
are checked, and a gruff male voice cuts 
through the chatter of the crowd with an 
authentically enthused yet unexpected 
message: “HEY! Women RULE!” The 
curtain opens to five women in full com¬ 
mand of their music and the audience. 
Note for note, line by line, the Iron Maid¬ 
ens deliver rock-solid renditions of heavy- 
metal classics, garnering love, respect 
and plenty of rock hands in the air from a 
mostly male audience. 

This scene may seem like something 
out of heavy-metal feminist fan fiction, but 
Southern California is home to an active 
and thriving metal tribute scene that 
boasts multiple lady shredders who play 
everything from Black Sabbath to Led 
Zeppelin. DIA, Motleys Crew and many 
other bands feature women in their line¬ 
ups, and local all-female acts such as the 
Iron Maidens, Black Sabbitch and Lady 
Zep have made a name for themselves as 
some of the best tribute acts around. In 
the words of Project-UFO guitarist Dave 
Gold, “Females are happening in the trib¬ 
ute scene.” 

Women aren’t just replaying the hits 
of metal bands of yore; they’re also forg¬ 
ing their own identities by reinventing 


the aesthetic of the music they love while 
staying as true to the originals as pos¬ 
sible. If you close your eyes, the spot-on 
vocal stylings of Kirsten Rosenberg and 
rapid-fire guitar solos of Nikki Stringfield 
and Courtney Cox will make you believe 
you’re hearing early 1980s Maiden. The 
heavy grit and groove of Melanie Makai- 
wi’s bass prowess take inspiration from 
Geezer Butler, while injecting freshness 
into classic Sabbath. Lady Zep’s Marija 
Krstic-Chin busts out a goosebump- 
inducing Theremin solo on “Whole Lotta 
Love” that gives Jimmy Page a run for his 
money, while Leanne Lagoyda conjures 
Bonham through shuffles and back beats 
on a bright-orange Vistalite kit. 

Masculinity has informed metal, but 
the women who pay tribute don’t let gen¬ 
der limit them. Guitarist Sara Marsh— 
formerly with the Iron Maidens, now 
with Doom Crew—noted that most of her 
“role models are men,” and to emulate 
their style and sound, she had to adopt 
some of their traits. “Head-banging and 
thrashing about onstage,” along with 
“aggressive and in-your-face [attitudes]” 
became part of her stage presence. Some 
artists don a more traditionally feminine 
persona, wearing sexy clothing as part 
of their stage show, such as Cox, who 
shreds arpeggios wearing bra tops, never 
missing a note. Their fearless attitudes 
and precision chops have reinvented 
metal norms and won over male audi¬ 
ences who consider themselves purists. 
“When I think of heavy metal, I think of 
men and testosterone,” says Ray Flores 
of Whittier, “and to see a female tribute 
band that pull off a set or outdo the origi¬ 
nal band is amazing.” 

The women of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia metal tribute scene are truly talented 
musicians. When bassist Wanda Ortiz of 


the Iron Maidens isn’t touring the world, 
she’s in the orchestra pit with OC’s South 
Coast Symphony. Miiko Watanabe, bass¬ 
ist for Lady Zep, has recorded and toured 
with artists such as Gwen Stefani and Dave 
Navarro. In recognition of their mad skills, 
Iron Maidens drummer Linda McDonald 
and Black Sabbitch drummer Angie Scarpa 
were recently listed in Metalholic’s inter¬ 
national Top Female Drummers in Metal. 

The tribute scene is music focused, 
drawing audiences devoted to experienc¬ 
ing their favorite songs the way they were 
meant to be: live and loud. “The reason I 
go see the Iron Maidens play,” says Bryan 
Medina, “is because they are the best. 

They play Iron Maiden’s music with a raw, 
live energy, while managing to be incred¬ 
ibly refined in their technical prowess.” 

The tribute scene is a space for super-fans 
of all genders to nerd out. “I am an encyclo¬ 
pedic nut when it comes to Black Sabbath,” 
says Scarpa. “I hate seeing a bad Sabbath 
cover, so we work very hard to make the 
most difiicult-to-please fan happy.” 

The women love the challenge of 
performing high-stakes, complex songs. 
“They don’t call Bruce Dickinson the Air 
Raid Siren for nothing,” says Iron Maid¬ 
ens front woman Rosenberg (a.k.a. Bruce 
Chickinson). “There are a few notes in 
every song that are a challenge. The hard¬ 
est part is remembering all the lyrics, 
especially in epics such as ‘Rime of the 
Ancient Mariner.’” Lady-centric tribute 
bands’ attention to detail and commit¬ 
ment to excellence have even won the 
respect and admiration of the original art¬ 
ists. The Iron Maidens received a thumbs- 
up from Steve Harris while touring in 
Mexico, and Black Sabbitch were invited 
by Ozzy Osbourne to open for him at the 
now-canceled Ozzfiesta. 

While there is mostly love and respect 


for the women of the metal-tribute com¬ 
munity, sexism occasionally rears its ugly 
head. “Many people have [the] preconcep¬ 
tion that women cannot play this style 
of music competently,” says Ortiz, “so 
it’s always fim to see the surprised looks 
when they see us pulling it off!” 

The stigma against women playing 
heavy metal exists even for established 
acts. “It can be frustrating [when] you 
are constantly being challenged to prove 
yourself even after establishing success,” 
says Melissa Jane, vocalist for Lady Zep. 

And some have been on the receiv¬ 
ing end of questionable behavior. When 
Marsh was working her band’s merch 
booth, a man approached her to auto¬ 
graph his exposed genitals. “Unfortu¬ 
nately,” Marsh joked, “there was only 
room for initials.” 

Battling misogyny seems to be an 
unspoken undercurrent of the scene, with 
women forming bonds over their shared 
love for the music and quick wit. “Because 
of our common experiences, it has been a 
very supportive, family-like environment,” 
says Krstic-Chin, “with respect, intuitive 
communication and subtle humor.” 

“I have faced adversity, but who 
hasn’t?” says Lagoyda, who believes sexist 
attitudes in metal are a reflection of social 
norms, not the scene. McDonald, a.k.a. 
Nikki McBURRain, attests that “female 
musicians are generally more accepted 
[now] than they were 10 years ago,” but 
acknowledges that there is still work to 
be done. 

Despite the sass they may face, their 
technical skills are undeniable. The 
women of the Southern California metal 
tribute scene continue to rise above; kick¬ 
ing ass and taking names one sports bar, 
sparkled bra and shredding solo at a time.

Skin In the Game 

Atreyu’s Alex Varkatzas is OC’s rock-star tattoo apprentice

A ccording to Detective Rust 
Cohle of HBO’s True Detec¬ 
tive, “Life is barely long 
enough to get good at one 
thing.” Ektor Alex Varkatzas, best known 
as the lead vocalist of Atreyu, is doing his 
best to prove that observation incorrect. 

First, the metalcore singer branched 
out into one of his other passions by open¬ 
ing up Costa Mesa’s Hellenic CrossFit and 
Muay Thai in 2011. Now, he’s moved into a 
whole new industry. 

“I collected tattoos for years, since I 
was 18,” Varkatzas says. “I started get¬ 
ting into art and painting first, and then 
I realized that I might be doing it to 
teach myself to tattoo. I knew it wasn’t 
something you just went in and asked 
about, though.” 

Thankfully, when he went into Renais¬ 
sance Studios in San Clemente with his 
wife, who was getting tattooed by Rich 
Pineda, Varkatzas met someone who 
understood his situation more than most: 
A long-time veteran of the music indus¬ 
try, Pineda switched to tattoos about five 
years ago. He welcomed Varkatzas into 
his shop and allowed the musician to be 
his second-ever apprentice. 

“I didn’t know what to expect from 
him, but I saw immediately that he had 
love for it,” Pineda says. “This is some¬ 
thing special. I think it’s still kind of 
sacred, being a tattoo artist, and he under¬ 
stands that. He’s here most of the week, 
just putting his head down and working 
hard. He’s putting in the time to get his 
tattooing where his artwork is, and his 
artwork is pretty incredible.” 

Tattooing may seem like an odd path to 
go down after a successful music career, 
but it really made perfect sense for Var¬ 
katzas. The songwriter needed a creative 
outlet to go along with all of the physically 
demanding portions of his life. 


“It’s similar, but it’s also very different,” 
Varkatzas says. “There came a time when 
everything I was doing was physical. 
Training clients at the gym, even the band 
was physical. Tattooing is still tough, but 
it lets me create something again. I love to 
create, to make something out of nothing. 
Making a tattoo design is the same for me 
as finishing a song: I want to do it; I need 
to do it.” 

“It’s all creating,” Pineda adds. “Music 
is an art just as much as anything; the pas¬ 
sion is all the same. I don’t know many 
musicians who don’t do some kind of art; 
they’re almost always doing something 
else artistic. That’s why he’s doing it at 
such an accelerated rate. He has that pas¬ 
sion to create something artistic. That 
attitude is exactly the reason I chose to 
give him this gift I’ve only given one other 
person—because that’s what an appren¬ 
ticeship is; it’s a gift.” 

Varkatzas is grateful for the opportu¬ 
nity. “I have no delusions about it, and 
I try to prove that I’m taking it serious 
every day,” he says. 

Of course, his new passion means he 
gets to spend less time with his family. 
“Having an understanding spouse is what 
makes this happen,” Varkatzas says. “I 
might only see her for 45 minutes to an 
hour each day, but she understands. If she 
didn’t know I was doing it for the right 
reason, I’m sure she’d be pissed.” 

Pineda nods and chuckles at Varkatzas 
thanking his wife. “Make sure to put that 
I’m really, really grateful for my wife in 
there, too,” Pineda says. “She puts up with 
so much bullshit—I don’t even know how 
she does it. I mean, she let me judge a Sul¬ 
len Angels competition the other week.” 

“But make sure you put mine first,” 
Varkatzas adds with a smile. “She let me 
go with him to judge the competition.”

A s much as he thrives on being a road war¬ 
rior, there's plenty of things Robert Jon Bur- 
rison of Robert Jon and the Wreck likes to come 
home to when he's not on tour. They're simple 
pleasures, really—sipping a whiskey and coke 
at Memphis Cafe, hanging out with friends, and 
getting into random conversations with strangers 
about his facial hair. 

"It's not really a beard because there's nothing 
on the sides," Burrison says, his words escaping 
through a bushy, blond goatee that reaches well 
below his shirt collar. "But around here, dudes 
come up to me and go, 'Hey, nice beard, bro.' 

And you're like, 'Cool man. So where does this 
conversation go from here?"' 

It's not just the dudes, though. While at Mem¬ 
phis giving an interview, a woman sitting nearby 
requested to touch the goat, caressing it with her 
fingers. "They're just jealous because they can't 
grow it like this," she says. 

"Nah, they're jealous because they have a 
9-to-5 job and they're not allowed to grow it like 
this," Burrison says. 

A steady job isn't something Burrison or his 
band have had much time for lately. The last few 
months since the release of their album Glory 
Bound have been busy on tour, spreading their 
gospel of Southern rock, blues and Americana. 
Since Day One, their sound has been unapolo- 
getically 'Merican. And while they may be one 
in a sea of bands striving to capture that sound 
on the West Coast, they'll be the first ones to 
say that their style has found greener pastures 
elsewhere, not only in the South and Midwest, 
but especially in Europe. They just got back from 
a nonstop, two-month European tour playing 
across Germany, Spain, Switzerland, Belgium 
and France, setting up for crowds often three or 
four times the size of what they're used to in OC. 

"Over there it's just a lot more fans. It's weird; 
you can't even compare it," Burrison says. "It 
was an awesome experience, but on the other 
hand, it sucks to come home after that because 
we had this awesome energy out there." 

No doubt their homecoming show last month 
with their buddies Jeramiah Red at Slidebar 
garnered a warm welcome. 

Though Burrison was used to life on tour as 
a solo artist prior to starting the band, he says

he and guitarist Kris Butcher, drummer Andrew 
Espantman, keyboardist Steve Maggiora and 
bassist Dave Pelusi (who replaced Nick Phak- 
piseth right before the band went on the Euro¬ 
pean tour) have definitely come a long way from 
who they were when they started. 

Touring has forced them all to think on their 
feet and seize the moment when opportunities 
come along, including their shot at opening for 
Long Beach-based buzz band Rival Sons on the 
East Coast right after touring Europe. 

"Things just happen so quickly," Burrison 
says. "Like the Rival Sons tour that we did, we 
booked that after our CD release, a week before 
we left for Europe. Nothing's ever just laid out on 
a platter. And for a band our size we have to take 
what we can get." 

Of course, sharing the hard-charging riffs of 
Glory Bound at a place like New York's Irving 
Plaza only added fuel to their fire for Europe, 
which garnered them a response they weren't 
used to seeing thanks to Teenage Head Music, 
who promoted them to death before anyone in 
the countries they visited had ever seen them live. 

"When we came over, there was already 
posters for our shows everywhere weeks before 
and people were curious and excited to see 
us. It's not something we're necessarily used to 
here," Burrison says. 

So can we expect the guys to be a little 
more spoiled now that they've tasted success 
elsewhere? Probably. But they have OCto keep 
them grounded—even if they do get their egos 
and facial hair stroked by the public from time 
to time. 

"This is the first summer [we] haven't been on 
the road," Burrison says. "It'll be nice to actually 
experience a California summer for once."
